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EL CAMINO IMPROVEMENT DISTRICT 
PROPOSAL STUDIED BY CITY COUNCIL 


Creation of an improvement dis- 
trict along El] Camino Real from 
Valparaiso to Roble Aves. was pro- 
posed to the City Council Tuesday 
by Councilman Paul Bryant for the 
purpose of installing modern light- 


jing facilities and sidewalks where 


the latter are needed. 

The proposal was held in abey- 
ance, however, pending outcome of a 
conference with P. G. & E. officials. 

Meanwhile, acting upon author- 
ity of the Council, Mr. Brvant will 
ask the utility firm to remove power 
lines and pcles off the Highway to 
parallel alleys when El Camino is 
widened. Mr. Bryant also was in- 
structed to determine whether any 
extra charges would be faced by 
business firms for making new con- 
nections with the alley power lines. 

Mr. Bryant’s recommendation for 
an improvement district followed 
an investigation following receipt of 
a letter from the local chamber 
of commerce requesting the install- 
ation of electroliers along the High- 
way at an estimated cost of $13,- 
000 with an additional charge of 
$200 for each 50-foot frontage for 
connecting stores to the proposed 
lighting system. The letter, signed 
by Harry Hoefler, president of the 
chamber, set forth that the utility 
company would charge $200 for 
each 1ot even though electroliers are 
not povided. 

Underground wiring system would 
supplant the poles and lines under 
Mr. Bryant’s proposal. 

“After the passing of the resolu- 
tion of intention, costs can be ob- 
tained on the project and the prop- 
erty owners be advised of same,” 
said the Councilman. “Then if the 
majority of the property owners ap- 
prove of the project it can proceed. 
The cost of getting estimates of the 
improvements will not be large.”

HOLD HIGH THE TORCH 


“The newspaper Lights the Way to Freedom” is the theme of 
National Newspaper Week, Oct. 1 to 8. 


Men and women who read newspapers accept them as a matter 
of course, like their daily bread. So short is the public’s memory that 
the achievements of yesterday, the community service of last week, 
the public enterprise of the Home ‘Town newspaper is forgotten. Never- 
theless, newspapermen accept the responsibility of keeping the torch 
of liberty high. To be free, men must possess courage and integrity. 

Newspaper Week has done much to bring the newspapers and 
general public to a closer understanding. 

Here is what Raymond B. Howard, National Editorial] Association 
president, has to say in connection with the observance: 


“It is commendable that this great newspaper-reading nation give 
its attention to the press, particularly, during this special week. But 
it should not ba confined to a single week—the people of the United 
States should have an everlasting interest in the welfare of the news- 
papers they read and in the newspapers which serve their communi- 
ties and their country. 


“This interest should be as great in time of peace as in time of 
war. We have only to look to other nations to see how the freedom 
of the press was undermined in time of peace, only to find a crumb- 
ling, decadent nation practically defenseless in time of attack. 


“So it is important that we give consideration to the undeniable 
fact that there are at least two fields in which newspapers—both 
great and small—are vital to America. 


“1. It is important that they be given the support necessary to 
enable them to continue to give their readers a full picture of the 
nation’s domestic and foreign policy. The very basis of our democracy 
is an enlightened people. 


2. It is equally important that they be given the support which 
enables them to continue to give to their home communities that full 
measure of unselfish service and devotion to causes which build and 
maintain the institutions of the community. 

“T have often said that no community can be much stronger than 
its newspapers and it is difficult for its newspapers to be stronger 
than the community. They are so interlocked—or should be—in com- 
mon endeavor that they prosper or fall together. When such team- 
work is not prevalent it is the fault of one or the other and too many 
times it is an indifferent community which looks upon its newspaper

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MENLO WOMAN TO ASSIST

Waffle recipes can be divided into 
two parts—the “ordinary” or “regu® 
lar’’ waffle—good enough for any- 
body; and the waffles with frills and 
furbelows —gingerbread waffles, 
chocolate waffles, etc. So we give 
you some of each. 

Waffles. 

(Makes 5 waffles) 
2 cups sifted flour 
1% cups milk 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
% teaspoon salt 
3 eggs 
4 to 6 tablespoons melted shortening 

Separate the eggs and beat the 
yolks with the milk. Add the sifted 
dry ingredients, then the melted 
shortening, and last, the stiffly beat- 
en egg whites. Pour into hot waffle 
iron and bake until iron stops steam- 
ing. 

Variations for Standard Recipe. 

Pineapple Waffles—Reduce milk 
in plain waffle recipe to 1 cup and 
add % cup well-drained crushed 
pineapple. 

Date Waffics—Add 1 cup chopped 
dates mixed with part of flour from 


LYNN SAYS: 


Care of the Waffle Iron. Most 
modern electric waffle irons 
should not be greased, but extra 
richness must be put into the 
waffle batter. This should be 
poured on the pre-heated iron 
from a pitcher or with a large 
spoon. 

With continued use, the cook- 


ing surface is apt to become 
brown, and it is a mistake to re- 


move this unless it becomes 
burned or too thick. During the 
occasional scourings, great care 
must be taken not to get water 
into the connection plug or heat- 
ing element. A damp cloth or a 
soft brush should be used to free 
the iron from excess batter or 


crumbs.

Corn Waffles—Add 1 cup well- 
drained, canned whole-kernel corn 
to standard recipe. 

Yeast Waffles. 
(Makes 5 waffles) 

1% cups milk 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 tablespoons melted shortening 

1 yeast cake 

% cup warm water 

2 cups flour 

2 eggs 

Dissolve yeast in warm water. 
Add salt and melted fat, then milk 
and flour. Stir until smooth. Let
